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The joint committec announced the attendance of the Governor at 
10 minutes to 12, who delivered the following message: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE CoUNCIL 
and Horse or REPRESENTATIVES : 


Your presence here in the capacity of Legislators, furnishes the 
highest and most satisfactory evidence of the kind parental ı egard 
and attention that our best of governments bestows upon her most 
distant people. Its care and protection leap over mountains, fly 
over seas, pass over deserts, if pursuit of 1ts most erratic and wan- 
dering citizens, as the ever watchful mother, whatever her cares, 
troubles, and cabarrassments at home, never fails to watch vigilantly 
for her absent children. A governmeat so kind and considerate 
cannot fail, if properly appicciated. to attach all good and reflecting 
people to it. Its blessings are so apparent, that to enumerate them 
would impugn the intelligence of the caosca Representatives of a 
people engaged inan efo t to form a sysiem of laws for their 
guidance, in harmony with the benign example of the General Gov- 
e:nment from which they receive this authority. 

It can be truly said that this Territorial orzanization came into 
existence in an hour of national embarrassment and trouble, just as 
the mutterings now ripened into rebellion began to be heard. 

It is impossible, if we would, to be less than anxious observers of 

‘these trials and tribulations of the Government from waich we 
derive our power and existeace. The natural instinct of the human 


heart is, to make grateful returns for favors gracefully bestowed, . 


and if instinct teaches this ennobling and lofty principle, how much 
more should reason, the proud boast of min, teach us to revere and 
hono: the power that has conferred upon you and your constituents 
the higu prerogative to discharge the responsible duties you this day 
assumic. ; 

The power conferred, the responsibility of your positions, the eọn- 
sequences attendant upon your action, not only upon the present 
inhabitants, but upon the conntless ones that shall come after them, 
should serve to admonish you that your jomt and several action, 
should be marked by diserction, wisdom, and patriotism; remem- 
bering that it is a fearful thing to have only the present in view 
when making laws for unborn generations. 

The magnanimity of the General Government, in placing in the 
Organic Act speiking this Territory into existence, no restraints, 
shows the confidence it reposes in even its minor children. It gives 
fiee scope to our youthful energies, and relies upon our judgment to 
direct them aright. Fully imbued with the belief that selfgovern- 
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ment is man’s Heaven-born heritage, and that he is fully possessed 
of sufficient capacity to husband well so rich a patrimony, it hands 
it over to our keeping with all the confidence of a doting parent, 
There is but one single restraint, if mdeed that can be called a 
restraint, and that is, that all of our legislation, and public and 
rivate acts, shall be in accordance with the Constitution of the 
mted States, an instrument combining more excellencies, more 
safeguards, more protection, than any other constitution under 
which any people were ever permitted to live. i 
The wisdom displayed by its authors in so directing the powers 
of the government as to make it certain that no oppression can exist 
under it, in making each of the three poweis oceupy so important a 
position as to operate as a check upon the others, challenges the 
amie Dani tie tadil The true test of all things, is the result 
produced. Under the benign influence of the constitution, a weak 
and tottering govei nment, existing under a simple confederacy, has 
become strong and inesistible ; its infantile limbs are robust as the 
giant's ; its feeble steps firm with strength; its weakness has been 
changed into power ; its expansion is unparalleled ; its glory une- 
qualed ; 1ts wide-spread Territories have been as by magic trans- 
formed into States. Civilization has kept pace with the pioncer, and 
enterprise, education and religion have grown up and flourished in 
the most distant settlements. Uuder it commerce has spread her - 
whitened wings upon the bosom of every occan, sea, lake and navi- 
gableriver inthe known world. Jtleaves untrammeled the boundless 
energics of all who live under it. It adopts no form of religion, but 
kindly fosters and protects all It leaves the conscience of cach, 
aided by revelation, the monitor to point the way toa brighter and 
better state of existence. Herenostreams of blood wash the shrines 
of religious bigotry. Here no restraint is placed upon the freedom 
of political thoughtoraction. The sacred ballot is the chosen arbi- 
ter of an intelligent people, for the reason that it is the recorded 
judgment of the community, territory, state, or nation, upon every . 
question of a political character. To, and before that abitrament, 
all must bow with that becoming deference which is due to the con- 
stitution that created it. An instrumentso pregnant with good, and 
so barren of wrong, is properly regarded by all loyal citizens as the 
paramount law of the land. Its fiamers so regarded it; the com- 
peers of its framers so regarded ıt ; the nation so regarded it; the 
enlightened world so regarded ıt Indeed, at the time of its adop- 
tion, it was regarded as the great luminary around which the smaller 
planets of state constitutions should revolve; and all the legislation, 
both in states and territories, should be in strict accordance with 
Spec Nad

its provisions; and all the state constitutions were to pale their 
lesser lights in the presence of the commanding majesty of the Con- 
stitution of the United States So long as weall so regarded it, and 
walked in its paths, and were guided hy its light and its counsels, 
we glided swiftly upon the waves of prosperity and peace, to a 
national importance second to no power on the earth. In the midst 
of this unparalleled prosperity, we slept soundly in fancied security. 
Alas! while we slept the tares were sown; the seeds of discord, 
strife, and disunion, were scattered broadcast on the very face of the 
constitution, and those who scattercd them were in possession of the 
fruitful field, and the weeders are now attempting to pull up the 
wheat, and leave the tares, alone to occupy the ground made so rich 
and productive of good by the hands of the founders of the govern- 
ment. The tares to which I alluded, is the heresy that the state 
constitutions are paramount to, and independent of, that of the 
United States. A doctrine so absurd, so unnatural, and so unwise, 
was regarded when first broached. as a dogma. of a diseased brain, 
unworthy even of refutation; yet this subtle poison has been so 
insidiously infused by the wicked, designing, and in many instances, 
disappointed politicians of our nation, that wenow behold the start- 
ling spectacle of its adoption as a basis of a separate political and 
national existence by cleven States of this Union, and so far have 
they been carried in their madness, as to call it invasion of a State, 
if the national government attempts to march troops, through or 
across its territory, to put down rebellion or treason in another 
State. or to protect the citizens or the property of the nation. A 
doctrine so fraught with evil can never obtain, a theory so repugnant 
to the existence of our government will never become the judgment 
of an enlightened people. The innumerable blessings that have 
flowed in the wake of the opposite theory and doctrine, will never 
be exchanged for the.certain discomfiture and destruction attendant 
upon such a wild and delusive theory. As well might you look for 
an orderly and well conducted family where all parental restraint 
and authority were repudiated and disregarded by the offspring, as 
for a happy, prosperous, well ordered government containing within 
it thirty-four independencies, each claiming superiority over the 
parent government. 

That a state constitution should he the power behind the throne 
greater than the throne itself, is a theory so startling, so entirely 
destructive in its operations and results, that I entertain no appre- 
hensions that it willever be adopted by the people of this Territory, 
that has so much garnered up in the rich treasure-house of a nation’s 
benevolence, and so muclf in the future, if we remain contented under 
the protecting and sheltering wings of our national constitution. 
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In the conflict now waging between the seceding states and those 
that remain loyal to the Union, there is no such thing as neutrality. 
All must and will participate, to a greater or less extent, and the 
infantile voice of this Territory will be heard on one side or the 
other; and in order that we may determine correctly, let us look - 


impartially at the position of both, and ‘make up our minds from * 


admitted facts. ¢ , 
The former are striving to overthrow the constitution : they have 
openly repudiated, and set at naught its counsels: they defy its 
mandates and authority, and scorn its protection. They fired upon 
the flag of our common country when floating over the deck of a 
ship freighted with provisions for starving and famishing soldiers, 
placed ina garrison for the protection of our commerce, and to stay 
the feet of foreign invaders if they should attempt to land upon our 
soil, inhaling with every breath the poisonous malaria that rears its 
hecatomhs of victims yearly in the port where they were stationed, 
and finally, to complete their work of desecration, and destruction, 
they fired upon the soldiers thus situated. They have armed eleven 
states and arrayed their maishaled forces to overthrow the govern- 
ment; they have spilled the blood of the patriotic, lberty-loving, 
constitution-revering citizens, who were armed to protect that gov- 
ernment, that constitution, that has so long protected them,- under 
which they have heen permitted to enjoy the fullness of personal and 
political freedom. They are marching upon the eapitol of the nation 
for its destruction, even where the footsteps of the immortal Wash- 
ington are yet visible. They have plundered our arsenals, robbed 


our treasury, violated solemn oaths to support the constitution and _ 


protect the property of the nation, and have ruthlessly torn the flag 
of our country from the staff from which it so proudly floated, and 
trailed it in the dust of dishonor. They have fired upon and killed 
in the public streets of a city, soldiers that were marching to the 


capitol for its protection, under the orders of the government of the “# 


United State-. They have covered the sea with piratical craft, with 
orders to seize all shipping bearing the flag of the United States, and 
offering a bounty for cach sailor taken under it, and when taken, he 
is held as a prisoner to await the mercy and judgment of an exasper- 
ated and rebellious people 

We stop the catalogue of wrongs, and inquiré with amazement 
what reason canexist forall thesethings? Have any of their rights 
been abridged? as their cémmerce been crippled? Have there 
been any hostile demonstrations by the Government upon any citizens 
in any of the rebellious states? Have their judicial tribunals in 
either of these states heen in any way interfered with, up to the time 
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of this unholy rebelhon? Has the sacred writ of Habeas Corpus 
been stripped of its power? Had not the nation been still while 
they by armed force possessed themselves of millions of the nation’s 
property, and placed within range of the guns of the nation’s forti- 
fications fearful batteries, with the avowed purpose of their destruc- 
tion? And were not our guns condemned to silence while these 
engines of destruction were brought to the very fect of our soldiers? 
Had the nation called a soldier to the ficld at the time when rebels 
in large numbers had conspired to assassmate the President elect, 
on his way to Washington, to avoid the assassin’s hand raised to 
strike at the liberties of the nation through him? Wasit until they 
threatened publicly to possess themselves of the sacred capitol, that 
the nation was called on to avert the impending danger? When 
treason daily was uttered in both Houses of Congress, was the 
merited punishment meted out to the traitors? No!—they kindly 
forebore, and the President of the United States in his inaugural 
literally wooed them back to their allegiance, which entreaty was 
answered by a call for more soldiers, strengthening the power of 
resistance to the laws and constitution, growing bolder in view of 
the kindness manifested. Such is a brief summary of the condition 
of our national difficulties up to the time that the Federal forces 
were called into the field, since which time the history of both has 
been daily written, and from which I am unable to discover on the 
part of the rebels any disposition to relax in their efforts to put 
down by the force of arms, the existing governmentof the country. 
There is no difficulty in ascertaining the true position of those that 
take the sword, or of those who sustain them that have taken it. 
There is, however, a class of our fellow-citizens that declare them- 
selves in favor of the Union, and still are opposed to the use of 
coercive measures to bring this rebellious people back to their“alle- 
giance. They inquire with emphasis, “ do you expect to make this 
revolting people love the Union by meeting them upon the field of 
bloody strife ?—and do you expect to meet them loyal by punish- 
ment?” I answer,I do not! What then is the advantage? I 
answer, if they do not love, they shall respect the regularly consti- 
tuted authorities of the nation to which they owe allegiance, and 
seek a gratification of their political ambition within, and under the 
constitution. And further, that they shall let the loyal citizens 
within those states that love the Union, speak out in its favor in a 
constitutional way, and by their ballots, and they shall cease to 
persecute loyal citizens within their borders, and suffer them to stand 
erect in their manhood and express their honest sentiments without 
the penalty of expulsion or fear of punishment; and that they shall 
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cease to impress liberty-loving citizens who prefer order to confusion, 
and wellregulated government to anarchy, into their armies, and 
compel them to fight for the overthrow of institutions they cherish 
and revere. Ina word, I would compel them to lay down their 
arms and appeal to the constitutional mode of settling their griev- 
ances, and thus discountenance forever an attempt by those who 
shall come after them to do so dangerousand wickeda thing. When 
this point is reached, and the power of the Federal Government is 
vindicated, both in the minds of traitors at home, and before the 
nations of the carth : whenithas demonstrated that it has the power 
and the determination to put down rcbellion at home and protect 
itself fiom invasion from abroad; then, and not till then, will the 
ery of peace be heard by a loyal people. Whenever the moment 
arrives that the rebels shall lay down their arms, and cease their 
efforts for evil, and turn their minds from the destruction of, to the 
completion and perfecting of the holy work commenced by their 
fathers, of making permanent our institutions, laying deeper and 
more solid the foundation of national freedom ; then has the happy 
hour arrived when peace will be hailed by all with joy, and such a 
peace will be permanent and abiding. Opposed to coercion! and 
why? Arc not all rational men in favor of 1cstraining those who 
are in the wrong, even by force, if necessary. This is all the word 
means; to compel an individual or individuals to cease Tom wrong, 
and if possible to coerce or compél them to right. The punishment, 
for crime icsts upon this basis: first, admonition, and if that is not 
heeded, coercion follows. Restraint over those that do wrong is the 
inherent safeguard thrown around human society. Take it away, 
and the bulwark of society is battered down; abolish restraint, or 
coercion, and all human laws are powerless and useless. The Con- 
stitution and laws determine what crime 1s, its grade and character, 
and humanely apportions punishment to its cnormity, and by its 
punishment endeavors to restrain or coerce the guilty one to observe 
and regard its precepts. The law denomunates the crime of which 
the leadersin this FOUL CONSPIRACY are guilty, to be TREASON. Says 
in most emphatic terms, the penalty is peatH. Why do well 
informed, andas they say, Umon-loving citizens, reason differently 
upon this crime from any other? Why object, that those who are 
guilty, should suffer the penalty of the offended law? How loudly 
do the same individuals ask of the officers of justice to do their full 
duty, to punish the man or men that steal their property, while they 
demand that the sword of justice should be stayed from those who 
are endeavoring to steal a nation’s liberties. Is not such reasoning 
specious and dangerous? Is it treating the subject with that fair- 
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ness and manly frankness with which they treat all others? Do 
they not by this special pleading intentionally or unintentionally 
exhibit to others their real feelings, viz, a sympathy with the 
offenders and a want of loyalty to the Government? I have dwelt 
perhaps too long on this absorbing topic. If so, my apology will 
be found in my anxiety that the expression of the first representatives 
of this Territory shall be of such charactcr as to leave no doubt in 
the minds of the present or coming generations of their fearless 
loyalty, remembering “ That as the twig is bent the tree's inclined.” 
If you so speak, the youngest of the heirs to this 1ichest of inher- 
itances, it will cause a thrill of joy throughout this now agitated 
country, Say by your action, that young and feeble as you are, you 
will stretch out your arm and shield your Government from the pari- 
cidal blow now aimed atit. Speak so unequivocally as to encourage 
the hearts now battling to sustain intact our glorious Union. Atthe 
same time say to those who would break and destroy it, expect no 
sympathy or encouragement in your efforts from thisnew-born Ter- 
ritory. Speaking thus, you will but reflect the true sentiment of 
those who commissioned you to speak for them, and the day is not far 
distant when those who now differ with you in sentiment will bless 
you for so speaking. J orassureas time rolls on, the wave that now 
threatens to engulf us will roll back with redoubled force and power, 
to the utter destruction of those who evoked it. 

The short time that I have been in the Territory forbids the idea 
that I should be able to advise, or recommend, all the legislation 
necessary to meet the wants and necessities of this rapidly populat- 
ing Territory. This, added to the fact that its matcrial interests 
are of a character that I know but little of, throws the responsibility 
of your first legislation mostly upon you. I am gratified to know 
that its responsibilities rest upon a body of men so competent to 
their discharge. Your knowledge of the peculiar interests of, and 
your experience in the Territory, will guide you in the difficult and 
delicate duties devolving upon you. . 

As the commanding mterests of the Territory are of a mineral 
character, one of your first duties will be to enact such laws as shall 
be best calculated to develop there interests fully, at as carly a day 

-as practicable ; to the end that capital from abroad may be attracted 
to aid in demonstrating what we believe, that this 1s the richest por- 
tion of our country. Happily for us, a neighboring State whose 
interests are similar to ours, has established a code of laws adapted 
to the mining interests, which I understand is ample for their devel- 
opment, working and protection.” I would recommend, that so far 
as they can be made applicable, those laws he adopted here. By so 
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doing, you will have not only the advantage of our neighbor's expe- 
rience, but of all the adjudications upon those statutes by a Supreme 
Court whose decisions are marked by so much learning and ability. 
From the perusal I have given the Statutes of Utah Territory, under 
which we now live, I am satisfied that few of the provisions are 
adapted to our present organization, wants or necessities, and thata 
radical change, or an entire supersedure of said laws will be neces- 
sary. In doing this, you will of course give due consideration to all 
rights properly obtaincd under them, and guard carefully against 
injury to any one in such change. 

If you agree with me in the above suggestion, then an entire and 
complete code of Jaws for our government, more congenial to our 
habits and tastes, and better adapted to our wants, will have to be 
prepared and passed by you this session ; and in performing thisim- 
portant duty you will keep constantly before you the fact, that the 
laws you make should be of such character as to protect both labor 
and-property, and create that mutual dependence which insures to 
each its proper importance. It occurs to me that the remarks made * 
in relation to the mining laws of California, will apply to her code 
as a whole, with such modifications as are necessary to adapt it to the 
distinction that exists in the “Organic Act creating the Territory,’ 
vizi, law and equity. In the adoption of that code, with the neces- 
sary changes, you will not only have the advantage of the adjudica- 
tion and precedents of California, but the advantage of adjudication 
and precedents of the great State of New York, whose judiciary for 
many years have made their pathway luminous, and whose bench 
has-been adorned by the best and purest of her citizens. 

ais the mines and their appurtenances constitute the principal 
wealth of the Territory, and as the revenue necessary to carry on the 
Territorial government and its internal municipal affairs will have 
to be raised by taxation, the question what standard of valuation 
will be fixed, is of the utmost importance. Viewed in the present 
and future, to assess them at tlie value which some of them have in 
market, would seem to be somewhat dangerous, as that value fluctu- 


‘ates daily, depending upon the speculative ideas of men who make 


the buying and selling of interests in mines a business, and who raise 
or depreciate the price as best subserves their immediate inten ests. 
Besides, some that are estimated by the known value of those in 
proximity to them, when opened and developed, have proved almost 
valueless. For these, and other reasons not enumerated, I suggest 
for your consideration the taxing of the gross proceeds of the several 
mines. i make the above suggestion for the reason that the Organic 
Act provides “that no discrimination shall be made in taxing differ- 
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ent kinds of property, but all property subject to taxation shall be 
in proportion to the valuc of the property taxed.” ‘In speaking of 
the taxation of mines and their appurtenances, I do not mean that 
any other taxable property in the Territory shall not be taxed atits 
value. 

Among the first ‘duties that will devolve upon you, will be to dis- 
trict the Territory into three Judicial Districts, and assign to cach 
of the several districts one of the Justices appointed; ind fix the 
time and place, or places, in cach district, when and where the terms 
of said District Court shall ve held. In performing this labor, due 
care should be taken to so district the Territory as to afford the 
greatest facility to litigants, and insure speedy trials of all issues. 
More attention should be paid to a proper division of the labors 
among the Justices, than to geographical lines or extent of terri- 
tory. Ifscttlements far removed from the rert bulk of business 
require a term of court occasion ly, you will fing no difficulty in so 
fixing the terms, and places of holding them, as to afford them all 
necessary accommodations. 

One of the most important duties that will devolve upon you is 
the-establishment of a system of Common Schools. A government 
like ours, that rests upon the basis of universal intelligence, cannot 
exercise too much care, or vigilanée,in providing for the mental and 
moral culture of its youth. They so soon will be called upon to fill 
the places now occupied by us, that common prudence admonishes 
us that no time should be lost m furnishing ample means to qualify 
them for the successful discharge of those important duties. 

The common school is the foundation of knowledge, at which x 
vast majority of our children must take their first and final lessons 
in education—the place where they must fit themselves and be pre- 
pared for the varicd struggles of human life. There, under the 
guidance of competent teachers, the youthful mind drinks in a relish 
for learning. There the first aspirations to climb the hill of science 
to its summit, are feltand experienced. There the eye of thescholar 
is first made to glisten with unwonted brilliancy, and his heart to 
beat with unusual velocity, as he achieves a triumph over the first 
«obstacle that presentsitself in his rugged pathway. Experience has 
shown that the best system thus far tried is to make the common 
school free. The public have an interest in the instruction of every 
child within our borders, and as a matter of economy, I entertainno 4. 
doubt tliat it is much cheaper to furnish school-houscs and teachers | 
than prisons and keepers. The Organic Act contemplates the estab- 
lishment of such a system, by providing that sections 16 and 36 of 
the lands in each township shall be reserved and dedicated to the 
i I 
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use of common schools. I recommend that you give this subject 
your early and earnest attention, aud I doubt not that you will be 
able to devise a plan that will bring the blessings of a common 
school education to the children of-the poorest mhabitant in the 
Territory. . 

Convenience will require that you divide the Territory into coŭn- 
ties, and in doing this you will keep in view not only what we are, 
but what we shall be; not only the localities where the population 
now is, but where it will probably be as the Territory increases in 
population, so as to render it as far as possible unnecessary hereaf- 
ter to change them. 

It will likewise be necessary to fix the number of representatives 
in each branch of the Legislature, within the time named in the Or- 


ganic Law, as well as to distiict the Territory into Legislative dis- ° 


tricts, and determine the time when the elections and the future 
meetings of the Legislature shall be held. 

The Organic Act places the responsibility of locating the perma- 
nent capitol of the Territory upon the Legislature and Governor. 
In view of the importance attached to such action, I bespeak a 
careful examination of all the claims that may be put forth, the 
advantages and disadvantages of all the localities named by having 
a proper regard for the convenience of a great and ‘populous 
Territory. ; 

The consequences attendant-upon the almost universal habit or 
practice of carrying concealed or deadly weapons, by the citizens of 
this Territory, lcad me to recommend that some law be passed 
making it a penal offense to carry them, fully belicving that human 


- life will be much safer by prohibiting the use than by tolerating it. 


I also recommend that such laws be passed for the regulation of 
the sale of intoxicating liquors, as shall protect the public from the 
devastating influence of an unrestrained trafi, prohibiting its sale 
to persons under certain ages, and to persons of known intemperate 
habits, fully believing that the temporary gain to the vendor, is a 
poor remuneration for the blasted hopes and crushed spirits of loving 
families. 

It seems to me that a proper regard for the well-being of society, 
demands that the sale on Sunday or the Sabbath, of all intoxicating 
liquors (except for medicinal purposes), should be prohtbited, so that 
the day may be observed as one of rest and quict, and be enjoyed by 
those who desire it, by such religious observances as the habits of 
more than eighteen centuies have sanctioned. 

I particularly recommend that vou pass stringent laws to prevent 
gambling. Of all the seductive vices extant, I regard that of gam- 
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bling as the worst. It holds out allurements hard to be resisted. 
It captivates and ensnares the young, blunts all the moral sensibili- 
ties and ends in utter ruin. The thousand monuments that are 
reared along this pathway of ruin, demand at your hands all the 
protection the law can give. 

I suggest the propriety of the passage of a law that will give to 
the mechanic, and to the person or persons, who furnish material for 
building structures of all kinds, a lien for the labor and material 
thus furnished. 

I call your attention to a law passed at the late session of Con- 
gress, by which $20,000.000 of direct tax was levied upon the people 
of the United States and Territories. The amount apportioned to 
this Territory is $4,591. Under the peculiar circumstances of our 
country you will, I doubt not, feel it a privilege to contribute this 
small amount to aid in the present emergency. The law providesa 
complete machinery for the levying and collecting of the tax referred 
to, by the officers of the United States. Italso provides that if any 
State or Territory levies and collects the amounts thus apportioned, 
that such State or Territory shall be entitled to an abatement of 
fifteen per cent. on the amount, if paid before a certain time named 
in the act. I should regard the adoption of the latter mode as 
highly complimentary to the loyalty of this people. 

n determining what officers are necessary to the perfect machinery 
of the Territorial Government, you will not fail to remember that 
economy is the highest guarantee of permanent prosperity ; and in 
determining the salary or fees that each is to receive, it will be well 
to consider that the cheapest service is not always economical. I 
recommend that such salaries or fees be given, as will insure the 
services of competent and trusty men, to fill*the several places you 
may deem necessary to create. 

Relying upon that Divine power that “doeth all things well,” I 
humbly trust and believe that you will give to the people of this 
Territory, a system of laws that will afford them ample protection 
in all their varied interests, and enable them to reach the desired 


oal of a well-governed and ha eople.

I have the honor to submit a memorial and circular, together with 
general directions from the committee appointed to arrange speci- 
mens, ete., fiom the Pacific slope, for the great Exlnbition or World’s 
Fair. to be held at London in the year 1862. 

The State of California has already appointed commissioners to 
represent ner and the whole western pait of the continent, unless 
your Honorable Body should deem the sulject of sufficient. import- 
ance to the Territory to send a commissioner of your own. 

It is of the utmost importance, m my judgment, that specimens of 
an unequaled richness should be exhibited there, together with a 
good map of the Territory. 

There, will be congregated the wealth of the world, and there 
will be presented specimens from all the mineral portions of the 
earth. Firmly believing that our specimens will prove richer than 

‘any other presented, and plainly foresccing if that shéuld be the 
case, a great and immediate influx of capital from the Old World 
here, I recommend that such measures should be adopted, and such 
appropriations made, as shall secure a fair and full exhibition of our 
mineral wealth at said Exhibition, which in case you may think 
best to pursue, either to send a commissioner from our Territory or 
to adopt the one appointed by California in the geological depart- 
ment, an appropriation will be necessary, for the reason that speci- 
mens will have to be procured, properly incased and forwarded to 
the commissioners of California, and freight paid ; also, to pay the 
expense of arranging and preparing the specimens for final ship- 
ment to London, and putting them on exhibition there. I am 
-informed that no doubt is entertained that California will make an 
ample appropriation to send forward her commissioners and speci- 
mens to the Exhibition. 

Toping that your honorable body will give this subject you 
early and carnest attention, and with the assurance of a hearty 
co-operation on my part in this important measure, to bring to the 
attention of the world the commanding superiority of our Territory 
in mineral resources, I shall await yom action to give direction to 
the most effectual means to produce the de~ired result.

Carson City, Oct. 25, 1861. 


Lo the Honorable the Council and House of Representatives : 


GENTLEMEN :—By the first section of “An Act to organize 
the Territory of Nevada,” itis provided: “That all that part 
of the Territory of the United States included in the following 
limits, to wit: beginning at the point of intersection of the 
forty-second degree of north latitude with the thirty-ninth de- 
gree of longitude west from Washington ; thence running south 
in the line of said thirty-ninth degree of west longitude, until 
it intersects the northern boundary line of the Territory of 
New Mexico; thence due west to the dividing ridge separating 
the waters of Caison Valley from those that flow into the Pa- 
cific; thence on said dividing ridge northwardly to the forty- 
first degree of north latitude; thence due north to the southern 
boundary line of the State of Oregon; thence due east to the 
place of beginning; be, and the same 1s hereby, erected into a 
temporary government by the name of the Territory of Ne- 
vada; provided, thatso much of the territory within the present 
limits of the State of Cahfornia shall not be included within 
this Territory, until the State of California shall assent to the 
same, by an act irrevocable without the consent of the United 
States,” 

Your honorable body will perceive that to give to this Terri- 
tory this most desirable boundary, we have got to appeal to the 
magnanimity of the State of Califorma. I am satisfied that 
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the appeal will not be in vain if we approach their legislative 
body in the proper spirit. She has vast domains, and rich in 
all the essentials that go to make a great and prosperous peo- 
ple. The mountain summit is the natural boundary between 
the Territory and the State. No communities will be divided, 
no neighborhoods broken up. 

I recommend that you appoint a committee, consisting of 
such number as shall seem most proper, to memorialize and 
wait upon the coming Legislature of California, and respect- 
fully ask of that body that they should grant unto this Territory 
all that portion of her State lying east of the summit of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains, in accordance with the implied wishes of 
the General Government.

Carson, October 28th, 1861. } 
To the Honorable the House of Representatives of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Nevada, 

I had the honor to receive a communication, on the 24th 
inst, from your honorable body containing a request that I 
should give my written opinion, as to the liability of the Terri- 
tory to pay claims accruing against Carson County prior to the 
passage of the Organic Act creating said Territory, March 2d, 
1861, and I now reply— 
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Ist. Carson County, at the time of the passage of said Act, 
embraced, as it does now, all that portion of the Territory in 
which any portion of the claims arose, so that, ın this respect, 
Carson County and Nevada Territory may be considered one 
and the same. 

2d. I do not find that the Territory is legally liable for any 
such claims. 

3d. In investigating all claims presented, inquiry should be 
made whether the authority on which the claimants acted was 
a legal nuthority, It is very certain that the Utah statutes, 
creating certain officers under which, and by virtue of which, 
much of the business of Carson County was and has been 
transacted, were inconsistent with and repugnant to the Or- 
ganic Act of Utah. Inquire whether claimants make claims 
m pursuance of that illegal authority. Generally, those acting 
without authority of law, or under a law inconsistent with and 
repugnant to fundamental law, have no legal claim for services 


rendered under that illegal authority. 


4th. It is a legal maxim that no man can excuse or justify 
his acts on the ground of his ignorance of law, yet for all ac- 
tual and necessary services, rendered in good faith, to subserve 
public good, it can hardly be doubted that the Legislature can 
have the right, and in most cases 1t would be its duty, to make 
appropriations for the relief of all such persons holding such 
claims, after the most careful scrutiny of every such claim pre- 
sented. 

5th. The above remarks may be applied to many claims 
uising against the county, since the passage of the Orgame 
Act up to this time, as well as before, for ıt makes no differ- 
ence whether services have been rendered without legal au- 
thority before or since the passage of the Act; in either case, 
there would be no legal habhhty on the part of the Territory 
to pay them

The Standing Committee on Mining Affairs, to which was 
referred so much of the Governor’s Message as relates to the 
mining interest of the Territory, have had the matter under 
consideration, and respectfully report: 

That so much of the message as relates to the mining laws 
of California being applicable to this Territory, your commit- 
tee fully concur in, believing that the Legislature of that State 
have thus far scrupulously avoided, in their legislation, en- 
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croaching upon the acknowledged right of the miners to enact 
laws, rules, and regulations, for the government of their res- 
pective mining districts, and the miner to-day prosecutes his 
work with the same privilege and freedom, untrammeled by 
Jegislation, that he did in the earliest days of that State. 

This example your committee would recommend Neyada 
Territory to follow, believing that California, with the expe- 
rience of twelve years, has arrived at wise conclusions as to 
what legislation is necessary upon the subject of mining,-and 
the government and protection of mining property, all of which 
is contained in the statutes of that State. 

Your committee would recommend that, in addition to the 
adoption of so much of the laws of California as may be con- 
sidered applicable to this Territory, this Legislative Assembly, 
by an enactment or otherwise, acknowledge the right of minmg 
communities to adopt such laws, rules, and regulations for the 
government of the mining interests iu their respective dis- 
tricts, as, in their judgment, may appear proper; provided, 
such laws are not inconsistent with the Organic Act of the 
Territory, or in violation of the laws or Constitution of the 
United States. 

So much of the Governor’s message as relates to the taxa- 
tion of mining claims, “ recommending that the gross proceeds 
of mines be taxed,” your committee do not concur in, beliey- 
ing that, in many instances, it would tax the claim-owner very 
unjustly. For instance: A may have a claim that yields 
forty thousand dollars per month, and the expenses may be 
thirty thousand dollars, leaving him a net profit of ten thou- 
sand dollars. B may take from his claim twenty thousand 
dollars, and the expenses not exceed five thousand dollars, 
which would afford him a net profit of fifteen thousand dol- 
lars. Under such circumstances, A would be taxed on forty 
thousand dollars while realizing only ten thousand, while B 
would be taxed on twenty thousand dollars when realizing 
fifteen thousand. 

Your committee know of many instances where the tax 
upon the gross proceeds would be as unjust as in the above 
example, and the tax would fall the heaviest upon those the 
least able to pay it; and, consequently, they recommend that 
the tax be levied upon the net profits arising from the work- 
ing of the mines, as well as the appurtenances thereto belong- 
ing. 

Ved committee would also recommend that our delugate to 
Congress be instructed to use his influence to secure the pas- 
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sage of a law relative to the mineral lands of this Territory, 
securing to its citizens the same rights and privileges as are 
granted to the citizens of the State of California.

brief prerogatives of power. 

Resolved, That the doctrine, that a majority should rule, is 
the only one upon which a revolution can be avoided after the 
recurrence of each election, -and that itis safer to trust to the 
intelligence of an educated community of voters than to force 
of arms.

I return to your honorable body the Act entitled “An Act 
creating Offices in the Territory of Nevada,” which has been 
presented for my approval. While regretting the necessity, 1 
feel it my duty to point out its material defects, which seem to 
have escaped your notice. 

The Act provides for the creating of the offices of Territonal 
Treasurer, Territorial Auditor, and Territorial Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, and further provides that these offices 
shall be filled at an election by the people. Thuis, ıt will be 
seen, 18 clearly at variance with the provisions of the Organic 
Act. 

Sec. 7 provides as follows: ‘All township, district, and 
county officers, not herein otherwise provided for, shall be ap- 
pointed, or elected, as the case may be, in such manner as shall

be provided. by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory ;” or, in other words, all township, district, or county 
officers may be elected or appointed as may be provided by 
law, but no such authority is given with reference to other off- 
cers than those above specified. Any Territorial office which 
may be created by law is unquestionably made subject to the 
provisions of Sec. 7, as contained in the second subdivision of 
that section, which reads as follows: “The Governor shall 
nominate, and by and with the advice and consent of the Leg- 
islative Council, appoint all officers not herein otherwise pro- 
vided for.” That is, the law may provide the manner in which 
all county, township, or districé officers shall be elected or ap- 
pointed, but that any Zerritoriaé oflice, created by the Legisla- 
ture, can only be filled by the nomination of the Governor, 
and confirmation of the Legislative Council. 

I would greatly prefer, if the terms of the Organic Act would 
so allow, that these, as well as all other officers, were made elect- 
ive by the people, as otherwise there is mposed upon the Execu- 
tive a great responsibility in making suitable selection of in- 
cumbents to ofhee; yet I cannot refuse compliance with the 
terms of the Organic Act, and which in this instance are made 
so manifest, and hence ean but ask your concurrence m remedy- 
ing these obvious errors. found in the Act which I return to you.

To all whom tt may Concern: 


Wueregas, By an Act of Congress of the United States of 
America entitled “An Act to organize the Territory of Neva- 
da,” approved March 2d, 1861, a true copy of which is hereto 
annexed, a government was created over all the country de- 
scribed in said act, to be called the “Territory of Nevada;” and 
whereas, the following named officers have been duly appointed 
and commissioned under said act as officers of said Govern- 
ment, viz : James W. Nye, Governor of saul Territory, Com- 
mander in Chief of the Militia thereof, and Superintendent of 
Indian affairs therein; Oron Clemens, Secretary of said Terri- 
tory; George Turner, Chief Justice, and Horatio M. Jones and 
Gordon N, Nott, Associate Justices of the Supreme Court of 
said Territory, and to act as Judges of the District Court for 
said Territory; Benjamin B. Bunker, Attorney of the Umted 
States for said Territory; D. Bates, Marshal of the United States 
for said Territory; and John W. North, Surveyor-General for 
said Territory ; and the said Governor and other officers having 
assumed tho duties of their said offices, according to law, said 
Territorial government is hereby declared to be organized and 
established, and all persons are enjoined to conform to, respect, 
and obey the laws thereof accordingly.

BY JAMES W NYE, GOVERNOR OF NEVADA TERRITORY, DEFIN- 
ING JUDICIAL DISTRICTS AND ASSIGNING JUDGES 


To all whom it may Concern: 


WHEREAS, It is provided by the 9th Section of the Act of 
Congress creating the Territory of Nevada, that said Territory 
shall be divided into three Judicial Districts, and a District 
Court shall be held in each of said districts by one of the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court at such time and place as may be 
prescribed by law; and bythe 15th Section of the same act, it 
is further provided that temporarily, and until otherwise pro- 
vided by law, the Governor of said Territory may define the 
Judicial Districts of said Territory, and assign the Judges who 
may be appointed for said Territory to the several districts, and 
also appoint the times and places for holding courts in the sev- 
eral counties or subdivisions in each of said Judicial Districts, 
by proclamation to be issued by lum. 

Now, by virtue of the aforcsaid enactment, I do hereby order 
and direct, that until otherwise provided, the Territory shall be 
districted, the Judges assigned, and the courts held as follows, 
viz.: 

The County of Carson, including all that portion of Nevada 
lying west of the 118th degree of longitude west fiom Green- 
wich, shall constitute the First Judicial District. 

All that portion of said Territory lying between the 117th 
and 118th degiees of longitude west from Greenwich, shall 
constitute the Second Judicial District, 

And all that portion of said Territory lying east of the 117th 
degree of longitude west from Greenwich shall constitute the 
Third Judicial District, 

The Hon. Gordon N. Mott is hereby assigned to the First 
Judicial District, and will hold the courts therein. 

The Hon. George Turner is assigned to the Second Judicial 
District and will hold the courts therein. 

The Hon. Horatio M. Jones is assigned to the Third Judi- 
cial District and will hold the courts therein. 
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In the First Judicial District, a District Court of the United 
States, for said district, shall be held at Virginia City com- 
mencing on the 28d day of July, iust., and to continue two 
weeks; and a second te:m of said court shall be held at Carson 
City, commencing on the 12th day of August next, and to con- 
tinue two weeks and a third terin of said court shall be held 
at Virginia City commencing on the 2d day of December next, 
and to continue two weeks. 

The times and places for holding terms of the District Courts 
in the second and third districts will be designated in a subse- 
quent proclamation. 

Given under my hand and seal of the said Territory, at Car- 
son City, this 17th day of July, A.D. 1861, and of the 
Independence of the United States of America, the 
eighty-fifth, — g :

No, 3.—A PROCLAMATION. 


BY JAMES W. NYE, GOVERNOR OF NEVADA TERRITORY, ORDER, 
ING AN ELECTION, 


To all whom it may Concern: 

Wuereas, In and by the 4th Section of an act of the Con- 
gress of the United States entitled, “An Act to organize the 
Territory of Nevada,” approved March 2d, 1861, 16 1s enacted: 


“That the legislative power and authonty of said Territory 
shall be vested in the Governor, and a Legislative Assembly. 
The Legislative Assembly shall consist of a Council and House 
of Representatives. The Council shall consist of nine members, 
which may be increased to thirteen, having the qualifications of 
voters as heremafter prescribed, whose term of service shall 
continue two years. The House of Representatives shall con- 
sist of thirteen members, which may be increased to twenty-six, 
possessing the same qualifications as prescribed for members of 
the Council, and whose term of service shall continue ane year. 
An apportionment shall be made, as nearly equal as practicable, 
among the several counties or districts, for the election of the 
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Council and of the House of Representatives, giving to each 
section of the Territory representation in the ratio of its popu- 
lation (Indians excepted), as neatly as may be; and the mem- 
bers of the Council and of the Mouse of Representatives shall 
reside in and be inhabitants of the distriet for which they may 
be elected, respectively. Previous to the first election, the Goy- 
ernor shall cause a census or ennmeration of the inhabitants of 
the several counties and districts of the Territory to be taken ; 
end the first election shall be held at such time and places, and 
be conducted in such manner, as the Governor shall appoint 
and direct; and he shall at the same time, declare the number 
of the members of the Council and House of Representatives to 
which each of the counties or districts shall be entitled: under 
this act, The number of persons authorized to be elected, hav- 
ing the highest number of votes in each of said Couneil Dis- 
tricts for members of the Council, shall be declared by the Gov- 
ernor to be duly elected ‘to the Council; and the person or 
persons authorized to be elected, having the greatest number of 
votes for the House of Representatives, equal to the number o 
which each County or District shall be entitled, shall be declared 
by the Governor to be elected members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives; provided, that in case ofa tie between two or more 
persons voted for, the Governor shall order a new election, to 
supply the vacancy made by such tie, And the persons thus 
elected to the Legislative Assembly, shall meet at such place 
and on such day as the Governor shall appoint; but thereafter, 
the time, place, and manner of holding and conducting all elec- 
tions by the people, and the apportioning the representations, 
in the several counties or districts, to the Council and Honse of 
Representatives, according to the population, shall be preserib- 
ed by law, as well as the day of the commencement of the regu- 
lar sessions of the Legislative Assembly ; provided, that no one 
session shall exceed the term of forty days, except the first, 
which may be extended to sixty days, but no longer.” 


And whereas, by the 5th Section of said act it is further en- 
acted : - 


“That every free white male inhabitant of the United States 
above the age of twenty-one years, who shall have been a resi- 
dent of said Territory at the time of the passage of this act, 
shall be entitled to vote at the first election, and shall be eligible 
to any office within the said Territory; but the qualfications 
of voters, and of holding office at all subsequent elections, shall 
be such as shall be prescribed by the legislative assembly ; pro- 
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vided, that the right of suffrage and of holding office shall be 
excercised only by citizens of the United States, and those who 
shall have declared on oath their intention to become such, and 
shall have taken an oath to support the constitution of the 
United States,” 


And also, by the 13th Section of said act of Congress, it is 
further provided: 


“That a Delegate to the House of Representatives of the l 


United States, to serve during each Congress of the United 
States, may be elected by the voters qualified to elect members 
of the Legislative Assembly, who shall be entitled to the same 
rights and privileges as are exercised and enjoyed by the De- 
legates from the several other Territories of the United States 
to the said ILouse of Representatives. The first election shall 
be held at such time and places, and be conducted in such man- 
ner, as the Governor shall appoint and direct; and at all snb- 
sequent elections, the times, places, and manner of holding elec- 
tions, shall be prescribed by law The person having the 
greatest number of votes shall be declared by the Governor to 
be duly elected, and a certificate thereof shall be given accord- 
ingly.” 

And also, in the 8th Section of said act of Congress it 3s pro- 
vided : 

That no person holding a commission or appointment under 
the United States, except Postmasters, shall be a member of 
the Legislative Assembly, or shall hold any office under the gov- 
ernment of said Territory.” 

Now, in pursuanee of the duty enjoined upon me as afore- 
smd, L hereby order and direct that an election be held on Sat- 
urday, the last day of August, inst., between the hours of eight 
o'clock, A. M, and six o'clock P. M., at such places as are herc- 
after indicated, by the qualified voters of the Territory of Ne- 
vada, who shall choose by ballot one Delegate to represent the 
people of Nevada in the House of Representatives of the United 
States, 

And the qualified voters residing in the several Council Dis- 
tricts shall choose by ballot at the time above named,-and at such 
places as hereinafter indicated, such number of Councilmen and 
Representatives as said districts may be entitled to, as follows, 
viz.:

FIRST DISTRICT. 

To be composed of all that portion of said Territory lying 
east of the Divide between the two forks of Walker river, and 
south of the main Walker, and a line running due east from 
its confluence with Walker Lake, to the eastern boundary of 
the Territory. 

This district will be entitled to elect one Councilman: and 
two Representatives, 

Precinct No.1. Includes all Territory east of divide be- 
tween the forks of Walker River to a line twelve miles east of 
the Hast Fork, and as far south as the lower end of Big Mead- 
ows. Polls to be held at Marsh’s Ranch, 

Precinct No. 2. Aurora and vicinity. Polls to be held at 
the Mining Recorder's office in the town of Aurora. 

Precinct No. 8. Monoville and vicinity, including Big Mead- 
ows and Valley of Mono Lake. Polls to be held at Recorder’s 
office, Monoville. 

SECOND DISTRICT. 

All that portion of the Territory west of the First District, 
and south of Clear Creek, anda line running due east from 
its mouth to the West Fork of Walker River. 

Entitled to one Councilman and one Representative, 

Precinct No.1. All of Carson Valley north of Mott’s Ranch 
to Clear Creek, including Jack’s Valley, and as much of Lake 
Valley as may be in the Territory. Polls to be held at Union 
Hall, Genoa. 

Precinct No.2. All of Carson Valley south of Mott’s Ranch 
and west of the West Fork of Carson River. Polls to be held 
at Job’s Ranch. 

Precinct No. 3. Wheeler's and vicinity, on the East Fork 
of Carson River. Polls to be held at Wheeler’s Ranch. 


Precinct No. 4. Mammoth Diggings and vicinity. Polls 
at the Recorder's office of the mining district. 


THIRD DISTRICT. 


Eagle Valley and vicinity, extending from Clear Creek on

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the south, to the Divide between Eagle and Washoe Valleys 
on the north, and from the eastern boundary of the Sullivan 
Mining District to the western boundary of the Territory. 

Entitled to one Councilman and two Representatives. 

Precinct No.1. To embrace the Sullivan District, Empire 
City and a space along the west bank of Carson River one mile 
wide. Polls at the house of H. Kinney, Empire City. 

Precinct No. 2. All the balance of the district. Polls at 
the Ormsby House, Carson City. 


FOURTH DISTRICT. 

All that portion of Territory between District No. 8, on the 
south, and a line running east and west ten miles below Neva- 
da City on the north, and between Devil’s Gate on Gold Cañon 
and Walker River, including Palmyra Mining District, Neva- 
da City and Silver City and vicinity. 

Entitled to one Councilman and two Representatives. 

Precinct No. 1. Palmyra Mining District. Polls to be held 
at the double log cabin of the Palmyra and Nevada Wood 
Company. 

Precinct No. 2. Nevada City and vicinity. Polls to be 
held at Howe’s Store in Nevada City. 

Precinct No.8. Silver City and vicinity. Polls at the house 
of Myrick & Munckton, Silver City. 


FIFTH DISTRICT. 

Gold Hill and vicinity, extending from the Devil’s Gate to 
the Divide between Gold Hill and Viriginia City, including 
American Flat. 

Entitled to one Councilman and one Representative. 


Polis to be held at the Recorder's office, Gold Hill. 


SIXTH DISTRICT. 
Extending from the Fifth District on the south, to the north- 


erly limits of the Nevada Mining District; and east and west, 
from the crest of the mountains between the Virginia District 
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and Steamboat Valley, to the margin of the plains on Carson 
River. 
Entitled to two Councilmen and three Representatives. 
Precinct No. 1. Virginia City and vicinity. Polls at the 
Howard Theater, Virginia City. - 


Precinct No. 2. The Castle Mining District. Polls at the 
Recorder's office of the district. ` 

Precinct No. 8. All the balance of District No. 6. Polls at 
Ludington’s Store in Six Mile Cañon. 


SEVENTH DISTRICT. 

All that part of the Territory north of the divide between 
Eagle and Washoe Valleys, and west of the mountain chain 
east of Washoe and Steamboat Valleys toa line five miles north 
of Truckee River, including Washoe Valley, Steamboat Valley, 
and the Big Truckee Meadows. 

Entitled to one Councilman and two Representatives. 

Precinct No.1. Franktown and vicinity. Polls to be held 
at Seitz’s Hotel, Franktown. 

Precinct No, 2. East side of Washoe Lake and about the foot 
of the Lake. Polls at the Lake House. 


Precinct No.8. Galena and vicinity. Polls at “Scott's Place.” 

Precinct No.4. Pleasant Valley and Steamboat Valley, as far 
north as Brown’s Ranch. Poils at Cameron’s Hotel. 

Precinct No. 5. Extends from (and including) Brown’s 
Ranch to Lower Crossing of the Truckee, including Big Mea- 
dows, Stone & Gates’ Crossing, and Wallace’s Mill.

EIGHTH DISTRICT. 


Includes all that portion of the Territory of Nevada lying 
east of a line running north and south through Nevada City, 
and north of a line running cast and west ten miles north of 
Nevada City, including Fort Churchill and the Humboldt Min- 
ing District. 

Entitled to one Representative. 
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Precinct No.1. Fort Churchill and vicinity, extending from 
a point ten miles below Nevada City to (and including) Wil- 


- liams Old Station and the Indian Mining District east of the 


river. Polls to be held at Buckland’s Station, one mile below 
the Fort. 

Precinct No.2. Ragtown and vicinity, including the Sink 
and Slough of the Carson. Polls to be held at the Station at 
Ragtown, : 

Precinct No. 8. Silver Hill Mining District and vicinity. 
Polls to be held at the office of the District Recorder. 

Precinct No. 4. Humboldt City, and vicinity; embracing 
Lassen’s Meadows and the population along the Humboldt” 
River and Sink north of the Forty Mile Desert. Polls to be 
held at the Recorder's office of the Humboldt City Mining Dis- 
trict, l 


Precinct No. 5. All the various Mining Districts east of the 


‘Humboldt Mountains. Polls to be held at Unionville, at the 


Recorder's office. 
NINTH DISTRICT, 

All that portion of the Territory of Nevada, west of and 
adjoining the Eighth District and north of the Seventh District, 
embracing Honey Lake Valley and Long Valley. 

Entutled to one Councilman and one Representative. 

Precinct No.1. All of Long Valley from the north Ime of 
District No. 7 to the pass where the Beckwourth Road inter- 
sects the Iloney Lake Road. Polls at Antelope Ranch. 

Precinct No. 2, All that part of Long Valley extending from 
the Beckwourth Road to Bird's Ranch. Polls to be held at 
Robinson’s Ranch. 

Precinct No. 3. All that portion of Long Valley extending 
from and including Bird’s Ranch to Fuller’s Ranch. Polls to 
be held at Fuller’s Ranch. 

Precinct No. 4. Richmond and vicinity. Polls at Richmond, 
house to be designated by Judges of Election, 

Precinct No. 5. ‘Susanville and vicinity, Polls at Susanville, 
house to be designated by Judges of Election.

The election at the several polls shall be opened, organized, 
and conducted in the tollowing manner, viz.: There shall be 
three Judges of Election at each poll, whose duty shall be to 
receive all legal votes cffered for all or any of the candidates 
to be voted for and to udge of the competency of voters. 

The said judges, before entering upon their daties shall each 
take an oath in the fo luwing form, to wit: 

“I, A B, do solemnly swear [or affirm, as the case may be] 
that I will perform the duties of Judge of this election accord- 
ing to law, and to the best of my ability, and that I wid studi- 
ously endeavor to prevent fraud and abuse in conducting the 
same.” 

Said oath to be ad iinistered by any person, authori ed to 
adininister oaths, (if anv such be present), if not, then the Judges 
may administer the oath to each other, and to the Clerks of Elec- 
tion which they are authorized and etnpowered to appoint, and 
the person administering oaths shall cause an entry thereof to 


be made and subscribed by him and prefixed to the poll books. 
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It is hereby further ordered and directed, that in case any of 
the Judges appointed for any of the districts do not appear and 
qualify as above directed, or, in case the Judges for any dis- 
trict are not named, then the voters first appearing shall choose 
three competent persons as Judges of Election for said district, 
who shall take the oaths above required, and proceed to ap- 
point two competent persons to act as Clerks of said poll. 

It is further ordered and directed that the Clerks cf each elec- 
tion district shall each keep a list of the names of all persons 
voting in their respective districts, and each voter, as he offers 
his voté shal] announce his name in an audible voice to the 
Judge or Judges who receive his vote, and they shall announce 
it to the Clerks, and shall not recei e any other vote until the 
Clerk shall declare the name written. 

It is further ordered and directed, that the Constables of the 
several districts (if there be anı ) shall attend the election in the 
district where he resides for the purpose-of preserving the pub- 
lic peace, and if none attend, then the Judges shall appoint one 
or more Special Constables, not exceeding five in number, to 
perform that duty. 

Immediately after the polls are declared closed by the Judges 
of said election, they shall proceed publicly to examine and 
count the votes, and see if the votes cast agree in number with 
the p ll lists kept by the Clerks, and if the votes sə cast shall 
exceed in number the names on the poll list, the Judges, or 
some one of them shall take mdiscriminately from the ballots 
a number sufficient to mike the ballots and poll lists agree. 

After the public counting and examining of said votes, the 
Judges shall proceed to open and canvass publicly all of the 
ballots cast, and shall read in an audible voice all of the names 
on each ballot, and the Clerks shall set down in their poll books 
the name of the person voted for, written at full length, the 
office for which such person received such vote or votes, and 
the number he received, the number being expressed at full 
length; such entry to be made, as near as circumstances will 
admit, in the following form: 

“At an election held at the house of ——-——, at ———, 
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in the Council District of the Territory of Nevada, on the 
81st day of August, a. D. 1-61, the following named persons 
reeeived the number of votes annexed to their t respective names 
for the following described offices, to wit:

The Judges of Election shall then inclose and seal one of the 
poll books, under cover, duected to the Secretary of the Terri. 
tory, aud the packet thus sealed shall be conveyed by one of 
the Judges or Clerks of thg*election, to be determined by lot, if 
they cannot otherwise agree, and delivered at the offic» of the 
Secretary of the Terntory, at Carson City, on or before the 
Tth day of September next, and the other poll books shall be 
deposited wih the County Clerk of Carson County on or be- 
fore the day above mentianed. And the said poll book thus 
deposited shall be subject:to the it spection of any elector who 
may wish to examine it. And if any Judge or,Clerk of any 
election, after having been deputed by the Judges of Election 
at which 1e shall have served as Judge or Clerk, to carry the 
poll bosk of such election to the Secretary of the Territory, or 
to the Clerk aforesaid, shall fail or neglcet to deliver such poll 
book to the said Secretary, or leave the same in his office, or 
shall ful or neglect to deposite one of the said poll books with 
the County Clerk, as aforesaid, he shall, for ever. suc. offense 
forfeit and pay the sum of five hundred doliars, for the use of 
the Territory, to be recovered by an action of debt in the name 
of the Territory, in the proper District Court. 

And the persons elected to the Council and House of Reper- 
seutatives, respectively, will meet in legislative session on the 
first Tuesday in October next, at the house provided for that 
purpose in Carson City.

And whereas, By the Fourth Section of an Act of the Congress 
of the United States, entitled “An Act to organize the Territory 
of Nevada,” approved March 2d, 1861, it is among other things, 
enacted that ‘The number of persons authorized to be elected, 
having the highest number of votes in each of said Council 
Districts, for members of the Council, shall be declared by the 
the Governor to be duly elected to the Counal; and the person 
or persons authorized to be elected having the greatest number 
of votes for the House of Representatives, equal to the number 
to which each county or district shall be entitled, shall be de- 
clared by the Governor to be elected members of the House of 
Representatives,” 

Now, in pursuance of the duty enjoined upon me, as afore- 
said, [hereby declare J. W. Pugh, Ira M. Luther, William M. 

Stewart, John W. Grier, Thomas Hannah, A. W. Pray, J. L. 
Van Bokkelen, Solomon Geller, and Isaac Roop, to be duly 
elected to the Council. 

And I hereby declare Samuel Youngs, William B. Teall, 
James McLean, W. P. Harrington, John D. Winters, William 
L. Card, R. M. Ford, John H. Mills, Mark “A. Bryan, M. N. 
Mitchell, Ephriam Durham, Edward C. Ing, James H. Sturte- 
vant, William J. Osborn, and John O. Wright, to be elected 
members of the House of Representatives.

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And said members of the Council and House of Representa- 
tives will meet in Legislative Assembly on the first Tuesday 
in October next, at the house provided for that purpose, in Car- 
son City.
